W ashington, Dec. 21.—Congress 
is 
closing its doors for the Christm as re­ 
cess today with only two of the re­ 
m aining 1,200 paragraphs In the tariff 
bill acted upon since it convened in 
regular session three weeks ago. 
The senate was more than half way 
through the tariff when the regular 
session started, but in the press of 
extianeous business, two items of the 
wool schedule were all th at have been 
approved in the bill since th at time. 
Delay in the tariff brought speedier 
action on the adm inistration’s $160,- 
000,00 tax reduction, the French debt 
settlem ent, the ouster of William 
S. 
Vare of Pennsylvania from the senate, 
the induction of the new Senator Jo­ 
seph R. Grundy in V are’s place and 
the adoption of numerous emergency 
bills 
such 
as 
that 
to 
extend 
the 
life of the federal radio commission. 
All these have been disposed of at the 
expense of the tariff bill. 
In view of this em barrassing situa­ 
tion .leaders of all 
senate 
factions 
have entered a gentlem an’s agreem ent 
to keep the tariff bill continuously be­ 
fore the senate to the exclusion of all 
other business when congress recon­ 
venes Jan. 6. 
Even the rush order 
governm ent supply bills will be held 1 
up so the tariff can be finished at the 
earliest possible moment, which now 
appears to be late in January or e a rly , 
in February. 
The leaders are not dismayed at the 
future delay of the tariff. 
They be­ 
lieve 
they have 
handled 
a 
record j 
breaking amount of business 
which 
had to be passed. The rem aining tar- ; 
iff schedules to be considered are wool, j 
sugar, books, papers, rayon and silk, 
sundries and the free list. 
Only routine business is scheduled ' 
for the closing day.

wish to link it with other phases of I 
the crime problem such as the effect1 
of unemployment, poverty, slums and 
other factors. 
The United Press learns, however, j 
that members of the commission have 
been somewhat appalled at the job 
confronting them. 
They 
say 
th e re ; 
are not even exact figures as to the 
total num ber of jails in the country. J 
There is no map showing the roads 
on the Mexican and Canadian borders 
which are open to liquor and other 
smugglers. Lacking such elem entary 
data, it is said at 
the 
com m ission,; 
there is a long tedious job ahead. 
W hile the commission realizes this 
does not provide spectacular fireworks 
for the prohibition controversy, there 
is a determ ination not to be stampeded 
into superficial and sensational activi­ 
ties, it is said. 
There is some minority disposition, 
it is understood, to throw open the 
doors and plunge headlong into hear­ 
ings on the prohibition question. Con­ 
trolling opinion on the 
commission, 
which has been able thus far to pre­ 
vent such a course, holds that to open 
up a public controversy on prohibition 
would subject the commission 
to 
a 
cross-fire of wet and dry haranguing, 
which m ight distract it from the more 
plodding and 
thorough research i t 1 
hopes to conduct. 
Thus far President Hoover has sup­ 
ported the commission m ajority in its 
policy of silence. 
It is now a struggle 
between the president and

congress who are trying to force open 
the doors.

“ATHELCHIEF,” ONE OF THREE 
STEAMERS, FIRST TO GIVE 
HER AID 
Boston, Dec. 21.—(U.R)—The steamer 
Santa Ana, leaking badly 130 
miles 
south of the Isle of Pines, which is 
directly south of Cuba, has lost its 
steering gear and is "barely able to 
keep afloat.” 
This report was relayed to Tropical 
Radio here at 11:30 A. M. today by the 
United Fruit steamer Toloa, one of 
three vessels speeding to the aid of 
the sinking ship. The Toloa was in 
direct communication with the Santa 
Ana. 
The message received here from the 
Toloa read: 
"Santa Ana reports 
10:50 
A 
.M. 
steering gear gone and ship had set­ 
tled in trough of sea. Barely able to 
keep afloat." 
The Toloa was making all possible 
speed in a race to cut down the nearly 
SOO miles believed to separate it from 
the sinking steamer. 
Shortly 
afterwards, 
however, 
ad­ 
vices were received that the steamer 
Athelchief had arrived along side the 
Santa Ana at 11:40 A. M. 


Boston, Dec. 21.—The steamer Santa 
Ana is leaking badly and is in distress 
130 miles south of the Isle of Pines, 
south of Cuba, according to an SOS 
relayed to the Tropical Radio 
Com­ 
pany here today. 
The SOS, timed IO A. M., had been 
picked up by the United Fruit Com­ 
pany’s steamer Abangarez while the 
latter craft was about 20 miles north­ 
east of Cozumel Island, off the Yuca­ 
tan Peninsula, Mexico. 
According to the report received by 
the Abangarez, the Santa Ana, leaking 
badly, was steering northward. 
The message stated that the United 
Fruit steam Toloa and the steamships 
Gatun and Athelchief were speeding 
to the Santa Ana'B assistance.

T h e D isp a tch hopes there will he a thorough investigation 
of the airplane accident at W ashington, which yesterday cost five 
lives. 
The idea of the investigation is to determ ine the exact 
cause, not in a spirit seeking to give punishm ent if there was 
laxity in operation, but to find out exactly what caused it and to 
guard against such happenings in the future. 
Here we have a tri-m otored plane sim ilar to the two which 
were at .the dedication of the Rosko airport. 
The W ashington 
plane pilot was a man of great experience, an ace in his profes­ 
sion. 
There was no storm raging when the plane rose on its ill 
fated lift of only 300 feet and then side-slipped. 
Alm ost the same kind of an accident occurred near the St. 
Paul airport months ago, but there the pilot sacrificed his life to 
save his passengers. 
A ccidents will occur in aviation, a new science, with a fre­ 
quency sim ilar to that of older methods of transportation. 
In 
spite of years of operation of the railroads, wrecks will occur. 
Shipping is ages old, yet we find a huge liner groping its way 
through the fog near N ew York harbor and crashing into an­ 
other liner.

If human intelligence fails to function in an em er­ 
gency, the best m achinery may be scrapped in the flash of an eye.

No other sort 
of a life is legitimate. (Jet a definite 
purpose established. Bob, aud then set 
out to make school and Job and read 
lug and travel and friends and con­ 
tacts all help you accomplish that pur­ 
pose. Apparently your work is going 
to be some sort of human engineering 
—you enjoy people rather than things. 
You seem to be dominated with al­ 
truistic motives. 
So let’s find a job 
th a t will cast you with folks; meet­ 
ing people; serving people in some 
capacity rather than deaning machin­ 
ery or keeping hooks or driving a car. 
One of the cardinal piinciples of find­ 
ing the right Job and keeping it lies 
In finding work which interests yon. 
Having found a job that lits into your 
scheme of things and that interests 
and challenges you, then give it the 
very best yon have.
